_ He told the senate foreign rela- 
tions commitee at a closed session 
that the outcome of the Big Four 
foreign 
ministers 
conference 
at 
Paris "reemphasizes" the need for 
action at this session of congress 
on these key administration meas- 
ures. 


"This is necessary in order that 


we may continue our firm policy in 
Europe and maintain the momen- 
tum which has been stimulated by 
that policy," Acheson said. 


"This morning in my opinion, 


was responsible for the lifting 
of 


the (Berlin) blockade, the conven- 
ing of the council of foreign mini- 
stors and the accomplishments at 
that meeting." 


A day after his return from the 
Paris meeting, Acheson gave a re- 
port to the senate committee at a 
two hour session. He issued a 250 
word statement to reporters after 
ward which said: 


"Prior to my 
departure 
from 
Paris to attend a meeting of the 
council of foreign ministers, I met 
with the senate foreign 
relations 


committee in executive session,out- 
lining the programs we expected 
to face and discussing our plans.

Gardens 


Hempstead county gardeners arc 
already reporting insects bothering 
;rops. Home Demonstration Agent, 
-.orraine Blackwood says 
that 
landplcking is often the best way 
.0 control insects. By 
wearing 
gloves and dropping the bugs into 
a can of kerosene, 
hand-picking 
need not be such 
a 
distasteful 
chore, she points out. 


One insect common in this area 


Is the tomato hornworm. It 
is 
large, easy to see and usually few 
in number. Hempstead county gar- 
deners find it less trouble to hand- 
pick them from a few tomato vines 
than to spray or dust all the 
to- 
matoes. 


Another on is the squash 
bug 
which is hard to control by spray- 
ing or dusting; but hand-picking 


has been quite 
successful. 
The 


squash bug is a slender brownish- 
black bug about a half-inch long. 
It lays its large brown eggs 
m 
scattered masses on 
leaves 
of 
squash, pumpkin, 
melon 
canta- 
loupes, and cucumber vines. Hand- 
picking the adults is best done by 
trapping,, Mrs. Blackwood advises. 
A shingle or board is laid beside 
each plant. The b ugs take shelter 
under these boards at night. Each, 
morning the shingles are turned 
over and the bugs 
killed. 
The 


eggs can also be hand-picked quite 
successfully because they are in 
masses. Each egg mass destroyed 
eliminates a dozen or so possible 
pests. The simplest way to 
pick 
'the eggs is to tear off the part of 
the leaf with the egg mass. 


The harlequin bug is a pest of 
cole crops such as cabbage, tur- 
nips, mustard and collards. 
It 


sucks the plant juices, weakening 
or even killing the 
plants. 
The 
harlequin bug is a stingbug three- 
eighths inch long, with bright red 
and black markings. The eggs are 
black and white in color and keg- 
shaped. They are laid on end in
